1 . Claims 28-37 and 39-55 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
recite a method and apparatus for applying a flat material to a web, utilizing an anvil 
roller with a surface radius of curvature of 50 -250 mm, and said surface radius of 
curvature being at least one and a half times the radius of curvature of a periphery of 
the anvil roller. The closest prior art of Rajala et al. (US 6319347) discloses a method 
and apparatus for applying discrete materials to a web using an anvil roller with an 
arcuate shape, but does not disclose or teach using an anvil roller with a surface radius 
of curvature being at least one and a half times the radius of curvature of a periphery of 
the anvil roller, and said surface radius of curvature being 50-250 mm. It is noted that 
Wierzba et al. (US 3728191) teaches it is desirable to apply uniform pressure along all 
points of a segment as it is applied to a web of material and accordingly, the surface of 
the roller applying said segment should be substantially flat, but fails to teach that radius 
of curvature of the surface of said anvil roller should be at least one and a half time the 
radius of curvature of a periphery of said anvil roller.
